Considering that was a $350.00 piece of equipment, I'd say you got yourself 
quite a deal. 


JPS Communications (Raleigh, NC), whose primary business is 
commercial/government/military related, was instrumental in pioneering 
high-end, commercial grade DSP audio filters for the amateur radio 
community until not too long ago. I'm sure it was difficult for them to 
sell outboard DSP filters when most medium grade and higher transceivers 
had them built-in. 


I own several DSP units including an NIR-12. This was their top model. The 
noise reduction capability is effective and the auto-notch feature 
excellent, though I'm not sure it's of much benefit to a CW operator. My 
favorite feature, however, is the audio bandpass filter which has a 
continuously variable center frequency of 200Hz to 3400Hz in 50 Hz steps. 
And a bandwidth that's continuously variable from 50Hz to 3400Hz in 50Hz 
increments, and continuously brick wall, too. I bought mine primarily for 
chasing non-directional beacons on Low Frequency, for which it has proved 
to be excellent.

I recall that the Heathkit SB-303 receiver used a 600-ohm pot directly in 
the antenna input circuit as a continuously variable attenuator to prevent 
overloading the tender input stage(s). Made a very effective "r-f gain 
control." No reason why such an outboard resistive attentuator cannot be 
added to any receiver for equally effective results. I made up an outboard 
arrangement like that to use with my Drake R4C receivers later on to great 
advantage. 


Curiously, as I recall, it turns out that it doesn't matter how you connect 
the pot into the circuit - input to the top and output at the slider or 
vice versa.

Seems like 500 Hz is getting trounced by 250, so I'll have to jump in and 
bolster up the 500 Hz forces a bit. 


I guess there's a lot of subjectivity involved. I operate nearly 100% CW, 
and on my fancy expensive transceiver, I use the 500 Hz filter most often. 
Sometimes when the band's not too crowded I use the 2.1 kHz SSB filter--I 
like that 'open' sound. Occasionally (10% of the time), I crank in the 250 


Hz unit. So they're all useful. 


When I'm tuning the band, I prefer the 500 to the 250, otherwise I'd have 
to tune slower to avoid missing a signal. Likewise, calling CQ ina 
contest I might miss an answer if I'm using the 250. (No matter how much 
we zero-beat pursits lecture and scold the heathens, they still answer off 
frequency.) 


Often, when there's close-in QRM, it's so dead-on it doesn't matter what 
filter I use. But not always--sometimes the 250 is just what the doctor 
ordered. 


As some have pointed out, higher speed CW can get blurred in a narrower 
filter. Also, static crashes can ring in that thing like a ball-peen 
hammer whacking the sides of a 55 gallon drum. 


So when buying a new rig, I'd go for the 500 as a necessity and the 250 as 
a nice luxury item if I don't mind spending some extra bucks.

Needless to say, I'm pleased with the new wallpaper and wish to express my 
thanks and appreciation here to KL-QRP for providing it. I expect my third 
place finish in the individual section was a distant one. That undoubtedly 
a fair judgement after finding out who finished in front of me. But, I'm

Making a point here that you don't need a lot of radio or antenna to 
compete in contests, including the milliwatt events. I ran 50mW to 10mW 
which really isn't a lot of power. 


My rig was an old (c.1980) Argonaut 515. The antenna was a portable St. 
Louis Express Vertical on a ground-mount. 


The SLX uses a loaded ribbon cable radiator. For this contest the shortened 
vertical was resonant on 40m and tuned remotely for 20m. 


The ground radial system was nine St. Louis Radials with all conductors cut 
to 16.5' or an 8th-wave on 40m, the lowest design frequency. 


There wasn't a lot of rig or antenna to work with but the combination seems 
to go well together. 


With this in mind, just jump right in there with what ever you have on hand 
for the next milliwatt contest and swat it out with everyone else. You'll 


have lots of company and probably have a good time too.

I am picking up a bit on the tail end of this thread, but I thought that 
it was very interesting and thought that i would add a few cents worth of 
comments myself. 


We often forget about the basics of things, but a lot can be learned by 
playing around with things just such as this particular subject. I find it 
particularly interesting to hear how others solve the same problem with 
greatly different techinques. 


I see that David has given several very good suggestions. I particularly 
like the grid square approach to estimating the AREA of The Plate. 


As I vaguely recall, you need not be concerned about the Shaft area. Just 
Trace the Shape and size of one of the Plates onto a bit of tracing paper 
and then transfer that to your grid square paper. I have also tryed just 
the tracing paper, then filled in the area with seeds, salt or Rice all 

touching, then re-arrange the same grains into a square form and measure. 


If you use Davids method, I'll bet you find the two to be very close. Of 
course, You can eat mine when you are done. :%) 


The Fixed (Stator) plates may be a little more difficult to measure, 
although they will likely come out to the same area any way. 


Here are a few tips on ways to measure the Plate Spacing. I just went down 
stairs and got out the digital micrometer for a few quick measurements to 
check myself. My standard Business Card measured .010" (Ten-Thousands of 
an inch) A Fresh $1.00 U.S. Currency maesured .002" Standard Notebook 
paper (#20 I think) was .001-.002 "| When Used in the key vise it is 
closer to .001" (Compressed). It is a quick temporary adjustment used 
when cutting keys. One or two bits of paper between the key and the vise 
raises a worn key to make it closer to origional. If to tight, just put 

in one piece of paper and trim it down another .001" 


Sorry, I forgot this was not locksmith schooling. :%) 


Any way With simple card stock, and/or a few fresh dollars, you can get a 
reasonably accurate estimate of the capacitor spacing. 


Just for grins, 1 cent measured about .060" 10 cent coin .050-.055" 
a 5 cent coin measured .070" These were new coins, but the variance is in 
the part of the surface area measured. 


Of course, you can just stop by your favorite auto store and pick up a 
"Feeler Guage" and make some rather accurate measurements of the spacing 


of the plates. 


Still it is handy to know that you can use something handy like a few 
bucks to do the same thing. 


I always used the Dollar Trick to Adjust My Key Contacts. It also works to 
clean them a bit. that or Plain Bond Paper. 


Now that all this has been said and done, I still don't think we have 
heard a good description of the Variable Capacitor in Question. 


Where did it come from ? That alone could give a clue to its Value. 


How about giving us more details on the description. Maybe we can try to 
guess it out. It has been a very long time since I last made my own 
variable capacitor. 


I keep looking for those broken HW-8 Capacitors to try my hand at 
repairing them. :‘%) 


You would be surprised what you can do with a few spacers, washers and 
some tin can lids. 


I saved Those big coffee can lids for a while. Great Scrap to work with. 


I still remember to this day the time when my dad and I made a Water Tower 
for the train set out of a Peanut Can, Some Coffee Can Lids, a bit of wire 
and copper tubing. Wish I still had it. Amazing what you can do with a 
few hand tools and a soldering iron or gun. The new micro torches are fun 
also. Copper Flashing was a lot more popular in those days, also real 
tin. 


Copper Coins make great washers. I did not say to Deface U.S. Coins :%) 


Many foreign coins are available in brass and copper as well as aluminum, 
for next to nothing at the right places. 


Once upon a time, they could be had for just about free at the Airport. 
Now, I think the international Charities ask for them on the Airplane. :%) 


Enough rambling for tonight. Good luck on the Learning experience. Anyone 
can hook up a tank circuit and measure it with one of the new fancy 
analyzers, but not everyone can or will take the time to learn how to 
measure and/or make their own capacitors. 


Now I am wondering how many have done it at one time or another? 


I'll Bet there are many on this list that have... 


Now where is my Oatmeal Box? Aluminum Foil and Waxed Paper? Copper and 
Aluminum Flashing? How many Soup Can Lids does it take to make a 365mmf 
Var. Cap. ? 


Next thing we will have a "REAL Homebrew" Junk box/Trash Can Rig. :%)

and they cost $28.05 delivered to Las Cruces, NM. They are located in FL.

Yesterday morning before work, I was melting solder on my ‘'ugly' 20mSST. Had 
the K2 in beacon mode chiming out a 20mW CQ(That's as in .02 watts ) near 
7039 KHz just for FUN. Finally, after 20 minutes and no takers I stop the 
beacon CQ and I left for another cup of mud. Came back to shut things down 
before heading to the shower when I heard ..."nOtu de wa8zbt" a good 579! - 
Dennis in TX calling me! What!?... this guy really heard my 20mW ....WOW!! 
Pretty amazing!! 


I guess I needent worry about how many of my millwatts are geting lost in 
the transmission line afterall. I have over 260' of 300 ohm twin lead (RS 
foam) feeding my inverted vee. Which sits 45' up on top of 21' fishing pole 
on top of 24' -2" military mast guy w/rope at 20'. Top is flexed over but 
she rides in the wind like she's going to stay awhile. 


I've often thought my feedline setup was ‘less than wonderful'. Not counting 
the run up the mast, It lays exposed to the elements on the ground for 80', 
runs under ground twisting through a 6' plastic pipe w/6 other cables for 
100' and finally snakes through the subfloor for 30-40' to the ATU/rig. 
Pretty much breaks all the rules as far as keeping the feedline away from 
metal(or conductive) objects! BUT either conditions were very good (this is 
possibly the case) for my 20mW QSO, or my feedline setup ain't as bad as I 
thought? But some those mW must be getting out!! Like someone else here 
said, put up the best antenna you can muster and just USE it! And let the 
‘mojo' flow.

Steve/NOTU, 


I read your "milliwatts lost" post over my second cup today. It made my 
morning! So much so that I immediately started on this lengthy eye-roller! 


You CO guys really have it together out there! One caveat! If you fix that 
antenna and feedline those 20mW contacts may disappear forever! <g> 


I like to think we need the real RF engineers (and even self-styled ones 
with heads screwed on right) to get us on the straight & narrow path when 
it comes to antennas. The real EE's are paid real money to do such work, 
typically in the interests of making a profit or maintaining a budget. With 
that in mind they can provide a balanced real-world perspective and I tend 
to listen and learn from them. 


But, there is a point where the hair-splitting (over losses in db, angles 
of radiation, zones, propagation, et al) needs to remain behind in the lab 
(or free-space) to provide a benchmark. What happens to the antenna 
installed in the backyard reflects reality. There are too many 
uncontrollables there. Consequently, one has to take a hard look at the 
cost-benefit ratio to determine just how much time should be devoted to 
productive (and measurable) tweaking. 


The professional RF types seem to know when it's time to back-off and take 
a seat. Especially when dealing with us "civilians", so to speak. They also 
lean towards educating instead of pontificating, though not always. It's 
the loose-cannon type amateur (with or without an agenda) starting or 
sustaining rumors (or beating a dead horse) who we have to worry about! 


Jumping back twenty-two years, the fellow teaching our novice class was ill 
one week and the sponsoring club provided his replacement. That guy was 
(and still is) a well-respected DXer and a very good elmer. A friend now, 
actually. 


But, during the mid-evening break he started detailing to the group what 
gear we were going to need to get on the air with our novice tickets and do 
well. That to him was absolutely nothing less than a TS-830S with outboard 
VFO, an amp, a tower and a tri-bander. Plus a certain paddle, keyer, 
microphone and so forth. Anything less would invite failure, 
disappointment, etc. And, he was dead serious! 


The next week, two students (out of twenty odd) did not attend and never 
returned to finish the course. I never really thought about that again 
seriously until I met one of them in jam session at a bluegrass festival 
about three years ago. One of those "don't I know you" conversations. 


To make a long one a short one, our substitute elmer scared this 
prospective amateur away from the hobby with his personal opinion of how 
life on the air had to be structured. As a young family man, there was no 
way he could afford the minimum recommended station and he would have been 
an indoor operator anyway at that time. A shame really that such a dialog 
took place. An unfortunate oversight and it shouldn't have happened. 


This same situation is repeated over and over again even between 
experienced hams over rigs and antennas, especially antennas. If I listened 
to all "you gotta' do this, or else" chatter on QRP-L, I might never go on 
the air again. Well, not really but it makes you ask sometimes if what we 
do is actually a hobby? 


So like NOTU mentioned in his original post, just get something up in the 
air and start operating. You might very well learn more by doing (and 
failing) than reading about what you are supposed to be using. I prefer to 
not spend a lot of time listening to the tub thumpers promote themselves 
but you can still learn from them too. 


Finally, unless your are committing a super-horrible RF-type sin, there is 
nothing more annoying that having some one come up and declare what you 
have chosen for operating is not working. It's equivalent to saying' " Hey, 
I had fun at the party". Then this guy counters with "No you didn't"! What 
a bummer! And, he wasn't even there! Where do we find such men, you ask? 
Why right here on QRP-L. <g> 


I for one love developing non-traditional antenna, feedline and radial 
combinations that work. It takes a lot of time doing the cut & try bit but 
what a great past time, if that makes sense. Especially if the packaging 
exercise is conducive to portable operations, which I dearly love. For a 
totally non-technical person like myself this kind of experimenting with 
almost immediate feedback is like a big chocolate sundae with 
whipped-cream, nuts and a cherry. Go Dave! 


So when some one asks how am I doing with whatever I'm running at the time, 
I respond with "Here, look at the log"! I mean just how hard is it to look 
right in there and figure it out! 


It's a heck of a lot easier than comparing whatever I'm using on the air to 
a technical text and interpolating. By then the DX or the sly Fox is 
probably gone anyway! I suppose most adults can make value judgements on 
something as fundamental as we are discussing here. But, you never know! <g> 


In any case, what a hobby! We are so fortunate to have it available to us. 
I hope I never lose my sense of wonder using radio to talk to someone 
across town or on the other side of the planet.
